Company Says Experience 
Cut Production Costs Be- 
low Engineering. Esti- 


. A refund of $1,500,000 of’ profit 
earned in 1941 in the manufacture 
of Garand semi-automatic Army 
rifles hag been offered to the Gov- 
ernment by the Western Cartridge 


Dispatch learned yesterday. 

The company’s Winchester Re- 
peating Arms plant at New Haven, 
Conn., manufactured the rifles. 

, Western Cartridge Co. which 
has home offices and ammunition 
‘plants at East Alton, also oper- 
ates the huge small’ arms ammu- 
nition plant in St. Louis, through 


ja subsidiary, United States Cart- 


ridge Co, 

Executives of Western Cartridge 
were reluctant to discuss details 
of .the offer to refund profits, 
pending formal acceptance by the 
Government. They confirmed the 
fact that the offer has been made. 

The proposal was first pre- 
sented to Government officials 
April 23 at a conference in Wash- 
ington. - Later, it was submitted 


| in written form. 


The contract to which the pro- 
posed refund applies was the first 
production .order placed by the 
Government for manufacture of 
the Garand rifle in a commercial 
plant. Only two bids were sub- 
mitted for that contract, that of 
the Winchester plant being the 
lower, 

In. explanation _ the. refund, 
& spokesman. for Western .Cart- 
ridge Co. pointed out that at the 
time the: contract was awarded 
the Winchester plant had had no 
experience in the manufacture of 
this type of. Army rifle. Up to 
that. time the Garand -rifle had 
been .manufactured only in Gov- 
ernment arsenals, The Winchester 
bid, therefore, was. based.on en- 
gineering estimates of. production 
costs. 3 
As .production progressed and 
the Winchester organization 
gained experience in the manufac- 
turing ‘operations involved, it was 
possible to reduce production 
costs well below the original es- 
timates, thus effecting a consid- 
erable saving in the unit cost. 

The company, the spokesman 
said, wishes to hand these savings 
back to the Government rather 
than retain them as additional 
profit. . | 
Company’ executives pointed out 
today that under War Department 
regulations they are not permitted 
to discuss any details of the con- 
tract, such as total production, 
rate of production or total com- 
pensation involved. They pointed 
out that the savings to be re- 
funded are applicable to only one 
year’s production under one con- 
tract. 

Presumably, however, compar- 
able benefits will be passed on 
to the Government on other orders 
if production costs remain at -pres- 
ent levels,

ALLAHABAD, India, May 2 
(AP), — The All-India Congress 
party’s working committee decided 
today to urge the masses of India 
not. to fight if their country is in- 
vaded by Japan. : 

With Japanese armies in Burma 
ready to turn toward India or 
China, the -dominant Congress 
leaders: threw their great influence 
with the people of India on the 
side of resistance only by “non- 
violent non-co-operation.” 


The Congress thus returned: to 
the ideas of Mohandas K. Gandhi, 


dia’s millions, despite the views of 
Jawaharlal Nehru and other party 
leaders who of late have declared 
India must fight. Gandhi in recent 
utterances has adyanced his policy 
of non-violence to the point of op- 
posing the scorched earth policy in 
case India is invaded. 

Blame British. | 

The committee’s resolution, 
adopted after days of debate on a 
new policy following failure of Sir 
Stafford Cripps’ mission, said its 
course was dictated by the attitude 
of the British Government. 

“In casé invasion takes place it 
must be resisted. Such resistance 
can only take the form of non-vio- 
lent non-co-operation, as the Brit- 
ish. Government prevented. organ- 
ization of national defenses by the 
people in any other’way,” the reso- 
lution said; © - 

It added ‘that this: policy must be 
followed even if it means death. 

“We may not bend the knee to 
an ‘aggressor, nor. obey any of 
his orders. We may not look to 
him for favors, hor fall to his 
bribes. If he wishes to take pos- 
session of our homes and our 
fields we must refuse to give them 
up, even if we have to die in an 
effort to resist him (by non-co- 
operation).”

Escaped Officer Said to 
Have Been Turned Over 


to Germans, Then Taken) ' 


NEW YORK, May 2 (AP).— 
Gen.. Henri Honore Giraud, the 
elusive French officer whom Ger- 
many captured but could not hold 
in two wars, was reported in cus- 


tody near Vichy tonight, the cen+ 
ter of an argument between Vichy 
and the Germans over his return 
to the Nazis after his latest spec- 
tacular escape from Koenigstein 
fortress. : 

First reports from highly reliable 
European informants said he act- 

had been handed over to the 
Germans during the day but. later 
he was returned to detention near 
Vichy with. his future in consid- 
erable doubt. 

Well-posted European sources 
said they believed Giraud had met 
with important military and po- 
litical personages at a point out- 
side of Vichy, that discussions re- 
garding his return to German cus- 
tody had struck a snag _and that 
he was then brought back to the 
point outside Vichy. 

The Germans, who offered a 
100,000-mark reward for his cap- 
ture before ‘he made his way to 
unoccupied France by way of 
Switzerland, were said to be ex- 
erting considerable pressure in the 
new discussions under way at 
Vichy to regain their former 
tive. . 

The 63-year-old General escaped 
from the Gérman prison late last 
month, 

» In. the First World War Giraud 
made six breaks from German 
prison camps, was recaptured five 
times but made good his sixth try. 

His latest escape was made after 
one other attempt in this war, re- 
ports reaching London. said, but 
details were lacking. 

He. had been in German custod 
since mid-May, 1940, when he was 
captuted on his way to take over 
his new headquapgters as command- 
er-in-chief of ‘the ‘First French 
Army on the northern front. 

On his recent flight through 
Germany the General, who speaks 
fluent German, made his. way to 
the Swiss border by regular train, 
talking during the trip with a 
German colonel who sat next to 
him, et 

After crossing the Swiss border 
Gen. Giraud identified himself and} 
after expressing a wish to continue 
to unoccupied France was per- 
mitted to proceed, - 

Since reaching. unoccupied 
France he had been staying at a 
village outside Vichy. He had 
hoped to see his old comrade in 
arms, Chief of State Marsha] 
Petain, but whether the audience 
actually was held could: not be 
established. 


30 Frenchmen Shot as Giraud’s

MOSCOW, May 2 (AP). — Thirty

SAN. ANTONIO, Tex, May 2 
(AP).—A young Nazi bomber pilot 
who roamed 8000 miles over the 
United States, following ‘his es- 
cape from,.a Canadian concentra- 
tion camp. was held here today 
by’ the: Federal Bureau of Investi- 


gation. 
Apparently headed for Mexico, 


the 22-year-old flyer, Lieut. Hans 
Peter Krug, was caught in a small 
hotel last night, thanks to the ob- 
servant nature of the manager. 

The F. B. L had furnished the 
manager with a card of pictures 
and information regarding per- 
sons wanted. Krug registered Fri- 
day afternoon under the name of 
Jean Etti, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The , whose name was 
withheld, detected a similarity be- 
tween the guest and the F. B. L. 
pictures, and noted also that he 
spoke with a German accent. 

Late that night the manager 
called the F. B. I. Two agents and 
two city detectives went to Krug’s 
room. At first the German refused 
to unfasten the latch chain but 
finally admitted the officers. 

M. W. Acers, F. B. IL. special 
agent in charge of this district, 
said he was awaiting instructions 
from Washington as to Krug’s 
disposition. It was believed the 
decision rested with Canadian au- 
thorities. 

The ayiator, who was shot down 
by British anti-aircraft fire Aug. 
28, 1940, and later tran&ferred to 
a concentration camp at Bowman- 
ville, Ontario, escaped April 16. 
A Detroit cafe owner is under 
arrest, accused of having aided 
Krug in his escape. 

His. experience in the United 
States heightened his Nazi-induced 
belief that Americans are “stupid,” 
Acers said the youth told him.

LONDON, May 2 (AP).—Manda- 
lay, former royal capital of Burma, 
was claimed today by the invading 
Japanese Army, which apparently 
was driving ever-wider wedges be- 
tween the British and Chinese de- 
fenders of the fragment of Burma 
which remains in Allied hands.

“Tokyo Claim. 
Imperial headquarters in Tokyo,

While the Allies did not acknowl- 
edge the loss, informed quarters 
said the city probably would soon 
fall, if it had not already been 
taken. 
A British communique from New 
Delhi, India, made evident the se- 
rious plight of the Allies. 
It said all British troops on the 
Mandalay front were being with- 
drawn “from a position north of 
the Irrawaddy.” Mandalay is on 
the south bank of the river. 
Destroyed. 


Bridges 

The British also announced de- 
fensive destruction of road and rail 
bridges across the tributary Myitnge 
River and said two spans of the 
famous Ava bridge, 10 miles south 
of Mandalay, had been demolished. 
Fighting was in progress in and 
around Monywa, across the Irra- 
waddy some 50 miles west of Man- 
dalay, indicating that the British 
withdrawal may have progressed 
that far in the face of the swift 
Japanese thrusts. 

The British said nothing of their 
forces which were presumed to 
have been stationed east of Man- 
dalay, and it was not known wheth- 
er they had been cut off. 

Farther south a Chinese force 
was believed to be still holding 
Taunggyi, but it was possible that 
it too had been isolated by the 
Japanese enveloping movement to 


the north. 

Chinese Attacks in South. 
The Chinese command said its 
forces in the Tunggyi area had 
made repeated attacks which left 
1350 Japanese dead on the field, 
destroyed six small Japanese tanks

She Worked in Burma 
With Him, Believes 


Dispatch Reporter.

CARLINVILLE, Ill, May.2. — 
The news wires from the Far East 
recently have told of the fabulous 
exploits of Dr. Gordon 8S. Seagrave, 
outstanding medical hero of the 
war in the Pacific, but those stories 


have not surprised his wife, who 
is visiting relatives here. 
“They sound,” she said today, 
“just like him.” 
Dr. Seagrave, a Baptist Medical 
Missionary, is a little man with 
glasses, a small mustache and a 
tremendous lot of energy who, 
during the past 20 years, has built 
from: almost nothing One of the 
finest hospitals in Burma, 
Since the Japanese ¢amé he has 
organized a mobile medical unit, 
and taken it to the front lines, 
where he has worked day and night 
treating Chinese, British and 
American soldiers and Burmese 
civilians, wounded -by the enemy. 
On the battle front, he operated 
on 150 persons in 36 hours in a 
little grass hut of a hospital, 
lighted by gasoline lanterns. 
His wife, the former Marion 
Morse of Carlinville, is 41 years 
old, with the face and attitude of 
a pioneer. She married Dr. Sea- 
grave when she was 19, and since 
then has sweated with him to 
build a Baptist hospital near Loi- 
lem, Burma, She left him there in 
January because she wished to 
take their two smallest children 
out of the war zone, and only 
after her husband had promised to 
leave the country in case Burma 
fell to the Japanese. 

She Wants to Return. 
Her greatest ambition is some 
day to join her husband at their 
hospital, made of stones, gathered 
by coolies Burmese school chil- 
dren and native nurses, from the 
river bottoms. “That has become 
my home,” she says. 
Mrs. Seagrave is visiting her 
mother, Mrs. 8S. T. Morse, in her 
ancestral home, a square-built 
frame house, constructed by her 
great-grandfather about 150 years 
ago. The home is just north of 
Carlinville on a big flat lawn with 
new-leaved trees and lilacs. 
Mrs. Seagrave said she was 
“pleased, but not surprised,” to 
read in the Post-Dispatch about 
the carryings-on of her husband 
since she left Burma. He has been 
made a Lieutenant Colonel with 
the British Army’s Medical Corps 
and a Major with the American 
forces. 
He has kept two jumps ahead of 
the Japanese, evacuating nurses 
from small medical dispensaries 
he established in the Shan states, 
all the while doing heroic medical 
duty for the injured, He has, ac- 
cording to the dispatches . from 
Burma, been going around in pa- 
jama pants, with no shirt, operat- 
ing successfully under the most 
difficult conditions on those in- 
jured by Japanese bombs and 
shells.

‘He and Mrs. Seagrave built it 
with funds they received from a 
Detroit Baptist church, the Gov- 
ernment of Burma and princes of 
neighboring states. Dr. and Mrs. 
Seagrave drove most of the ma- 
terials by truck over the Burma 
Road from Loilem to save ex- 
penses. 


For many years Mrs. Seagrave 
has given anesthetics to patients, 
and, trained by husband, has de- 
livered babies over all the north 
section of Burma, often riding 
on ponies to remote villages to 
bring a child into the world. In 
all her career, only. one mother 
whom she attended died at child- 
birth. Ae 

Trying Experience. 

Three years ago came one of 
the most trying experiences the 
Seagrave family faced—a siege of 
bubonic plague, brought to the 
section by a rat hidden in a truck 
that came over the Burma Road. 
Hundreds of natives died in the 
valley near the hospital, despite 
work of the hospital staff at in- 
oculation. 

Dr. Seagrave was stricken with 
the plague, and his wife took their 
two small children to a remote hos- 
pital he had established in the 
highlands. Ten days later the 
plague ‘came there, but neither 
Mrs. Seagrave nor the children 
contracted it. 

Another harrowing experience 
came a year ago last October when 
36 Japanese plan.s bombed an 
airplane factory at Loi Wing, five 
miles from the hospital. Several 
hundred workmen were killed. All 
the injured were treated by _Dr. 
Seagrave and his staff, and later 
brought to their hospital. 


A year or so ago the hospital es- 
tablished an ambulance route over 
150 miles of the Burma Road. Two 
trips were made each week, with 
Dr. Seagrave driving one trip and 
Mrs. Seagrave the other. They 
inoculated road workers against 
malaria and other diseases, and 
brought the sick to the hospital. 

When she left Burma, Mrs. Sea- 
grave said, American supplies were 
pouring into China, with 300 to 
500 lorries each day over the 
Burma Road. 


She Left in January. 

She left the hospital in early 
January, and ‘took their two small- 
est. children to Rangoon. They 
were there eight days, and there 
were air raids seven nights.

The corporations covered 
are engaged. in manufacturing, 
mining, construction, wholesale 
and retail trades and related fields. 

The first report must be filed 
with OPA within 30 days after the 
request is received.

Stamp No. 1 may be used at any 
time in the period from Tuesday 
until May 16. The person shopping 
for the family may take the books 
of all members of the family to a 
store and buy the two-week allot- 
ment for the group. The stamps 
are not good, however, unless they 
are detached in the presence of the 
merchant. 

Merchants selling sugar may ac- 
cept either war ration stamps or 
the sugar purchase certificates 
which were issued last week to 
commercial, industrial and institu- 
tional users of sugar. 

The person registering for a fam- 
ily must know how many pounds 
of sugar, of al] types, are in the 
family’s possession at the time he 
registers. 

If the family’s supply is two 
pounds per person or less, a full 
book of stamps will be issued for 
each member of the family. If 
the family has from three to six 
pounds of sugar per person, the 
registrar will remove from one to 
four stamps from the book issued 
to each person, and that family 
will be unable to purchase more 
sugar until the two-week periods 
represented by the missing stamps 
have passed.

Men lost in such fights as 
those at Pearl Harbor and in the 
Philippines, but whose deaths were 
never definitely established like 
wise are counted as missing. 
Prisoners ‘were not included 
among the casualties. Officials 
said it was possible that some. men 
counted as missing would eventu- 
ally show up as prisoners but those 
whose capture by the Japanese 
may be reasonably assumed were 
not counted as missing. Several 
weeks ago the Navy issued a list 
of about 2100 of these “presumed 
prisoners.” 

Lists to Be Published. 
Publication of the totals is to be 
followed by announcement next 
week of casualty lists. The Navy 
laid down this policy on issuance 
of the lists: 

“The Navy Department has com- 
piled its casualty lists by states, 
and has restricted publication or 
radio broadcasting of the lists to 
the states or immediate areas which 
publications and local radio sta- 
tions serve. ’ 

“Lists of the 2991 reported dead 
will be released for publication 
May 5. Lists of the 2495 reported 
missing and the 907 reported wound- 
ed will be ready for publication 
two or three days later. Additional 
lists will be compiled as rapidly 
as possible after reports have been 
received from the various operat- 
ing commands and after next of 
kin have been notified. 

“The classification ‘missing’ cov- 
ers those who cannot be account- 
ed for, some of whom may be pris- 
oners, some of whom may have 
been rescued at sea and landed at 
isolated spots and have had no 
opportunity to communicate with 
United States naval authorities. 
“The Committee on War In- 
formation of the Office of Facts 
and Figures (a committee on which 
the Navy is represented), has estab- 
lished the poliey that casualty lists 
will be given out subject to the 
stipulation that press and radio 
will not publish nation-wide round- 
ups, but will confine their publica- 
tion of names to the casualties 
from their own circulation areas 
and immediate localities.”

Value of Darwin. 


The Japanese perhaps could 
land almost at will along the 
northern and, particularly, along 
the northwestern coasts, but it 
would be a waste of their time. 
Suppose they should try Darwin 
(they probably would fail now 
since the arrival of American air 
forces), they still would be 1000 
miles or more, from anything worth 
attacking. Theoretically, from 
Darwin they could advance by air 
stepping-stones, toward the. south- 
eastern objectives, but every step 
they made would-be a step awdy 
from their lines of water-borne 
supplies and everything they used 
from gasoline and water to planes 
would have to come by water and 
be moved: overland abwaye under 
air attack. 

Suppose they should try the 
most remote northwestern corner 
or the midwestern coastline.

Few Railroads. 


The fact is that Australia always: 


has depended largely on water 
transportation—a fact which ex- 
plains the almost unbelievable 
primitiveness of its passenger’: rail 
facilities. Until the war began and 
shipping was needed for other 
things, it was quite.the normal 
thing to travel from Sydney to 
Melbourne by water. Australians 
always thought of freight move- 
ments in terms of shipping even 
for relatively short distances and 
particularly for any such haul .as 
from Melbourne to Perth. 

Geographic and geologic condi- 
tions which made Australia a 
fringe of population around two 
sides of a continent connected by 
water apply equally to any inva- 
sion attempt. It is not enough 
merely to reach some point on the 
Australian coast. Whatever the 
enemy desires to reach ultimately 
he must reach primarily by water 
and, in the process, must expect to 
be subjected to heavy punishment 
from the air. 

These conditions impose equal 
burdens on the defenders but give 
them a relative advantage. They 
have a serious transportation prob- 
lem, but they can meet it now in 
security. They can put what they 
need exactly where they want it 
and where, in case of invasion, it 
can be destroyed easily and surely. 
Europe has proven that applying 
the scorched-earth policy to large 
cities or heavily inhabited indus- 
trialized areas never proves wholly 
successful. There always is some- 
thing left to aid the enemy. The 
Germans fueled their armored di- 
visions. in France from French 
roadside gasoline stations. That is 
impossible in Australia. The at- 
tackers would find nothing to he'p 
them in the bulk of the continent 
while the defenders already have 
what is necessary where it is 


The result of these conditions, 
plus the fact that Australia now is 
defended by a large, well-equipped 
well-distributed, well-organized 
military force means that the 
time has passed when the Japa- 
nese could hope to occupy the im- 
portant parts of Australia with 
anything short of a major invasion 
army, and that probably is some- 
thing that cannot be spared now 
from their Chinese, Burmese, and 
Indian ‘commitments with Russia 
on the northern flank. 

In addition, before the Japanese 
attempted a major invasion, they 
almost certainly would need New 
Caledonia which protects the flank 
of Australia’s eastern seaboard. 
But New Caledonia has been oc- 
cupied by United States troops and 
the enemy’s most advanced major 
base now is Rabaul, New Britain, 
which is under heavy and con- 
stant attack.

EVELOPMENTS in the Wash-

Leahy talked at some length with 
Marshal Petain, still nominally the 
sole source of authority at Vichy, 
with val and—above all in im- 
portance—with Admiral Jean Dar- 
lan. ! 
The Leahy talk with Laval is not 
important. Even that with Petain 
could be of secondary consequence. 
What Admiral Darlan may have 
said or implied to his fellow sailor- 
statesman, however, could greatly 
clarify Vichy-Washington relations 
one way or the other. 


Darlan’s Authority. 


For it is Darlan, not Laval, who 
is the designated successor to Pe- 
tain as Chief of State. It is Dar- 
lan, not Laval, who commands all 
Vichy French military forces of 
land, air and sea.

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP).—Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, criticising 
what he called huge Government 
expenditures for propaganda, de- 
clared today that “we can’t defeat 
Hitler with words.”

AIRLINER WRECKAGE 


SALT LAKE CITY, May 2 (AP). 
—Bodies of 17 persons, every occu- 
pant of a United Airlines sleeper 
transport which crashed and 
burned last midnight, were brought 
down today by Army trucks from 
a rough ridge at the city limits. 

A crew of three and (14 pas- 
sengers, one a baby, died in the 
flaming wreckage of the plane that 
struck the hill within sight of the 
Salt Lake City Airport. 

Scars on the hillside showed the 
airliner hit the ground, split open, 
then bounced and came to rest in 
a tangled heap. Bodies and wreck- 
age were scattered over a wide 
area. The bodies near the main 
wreckage were seared by blazing 


gasoline. 
The cargo of mail was destroyed. 


Investigation Ordered. 


None could explain the accident. 
The transport, bound from San 
Francisco to New York, had re- 
ported visibility good only a few 
minutes earlier. 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority 
sent Inspector Perry Hodgen from 
Oakland, Cal., to investigate and 
called a public hearing “soon.” 
United Airlines officers investi- 
gated also, but clews were meager.

presentation of certificates to those 
attending every class. It is de- 
signed primarily for the develop- 
ment of co-ordinated training for 
possible exigencies of an all-out 
war against the civilian population 
as well as military forces. 

The students, prospective chief 
air raid wardens, are expected to 
train wardens in their home com- 
munities. Only a few were from 
metropolitan areas, most of which 
have offered courses which afford 
similar civilian defense training. 

Patterned After Army Schools. 

The intensive course, patterned 
after Army regional schools attend- 
ed by its faculty, is under auspices 
of the Missouri State Council of 
Defense with the co-operation of 
the American Legion, which fi- 
nanced the school. Trainees from 
the various.counties were recom- 
mended by the Legion to the coun- 
ty defense councils. They include 
county officials, school superintend- 
ents, lawyers, business men and a 
few ministers. 

While the chance of rural areas 
being bombed at first appear to 
be remote, speakers pointed out, 
the possibility exists. Neighbor- 
hoods of munitions and other war 
plants, it was explained, might 
be exposed to enemy bombers, 
while bombers speeding to a city 
might be turned back by United 
States interceptor planes and 
dump their deadly cargoes over 
any area. Warden training a‘ the 
school also takes account of the 
possibility ‘of the evacuation of 
children from cities. 

In any event, it was brought 
out, co-ordination between wartime 
volunteer organizations and es- 
tablished public services, such as 
police, fire and public health fa- 
milies, afforded a practical work- 
ing arrangement which might be 
utilized in such emergencies as 
the recent Oklahoma tornado and 
would stimulate civilian defense 
morale. 

Serious Students. 

Participants in the school, held 
at the State School for the Deaf, 
appeared to take their studies 
seriously. Classes, day and night, 
began on schedule signalized ' by 
a whistle -blast. The pupils, most 
of them Legionnaires, many in 
uniform, were quartered at the 
school, No entertainment attrac- 
tions were provided to lure them 
from the campus. 

Col. Charles A. Shaw, former

Deputy Petroleum Co-ordinator 
Ralph K. Davies to all refineries 
operating in the two districts. He 
asked specifically:

percentage yield per barrel of crude 
for the year 1941.” - 

The co-ordinator reported - that 
rail car transport of oil into the 
East averaged 564,750 barrels daily 
during the week ended April 25, 
record 599,500 barrels moved daily 
a decrease of $.7 per cent from the 
the preceding week. 

The decline was attributed large-. 
ly to weather conditions in the 
Midwess and parts of the Gulf 
Coast area, which interfered with 
the handling of cars. 

The petroleum office also point 
ed out that part of the tank cars 
used to establish the record of the 
previous week had not had time

‘ Born’ of American parents in Canada, in 
a *1, Coughlin went to school at Hamilton, 
tO, and at the age of 20 was graduated | 


from the University of Toronto. He was 
ordained in Toronto and took up teaching 
at Assumption College in the nearby town 
of Sandwich. Later he was an assistant pas- 
tor in Kalamazoo, Mich., and Detroit, an 
instructor at St. Leo’s School in Detroit, 
and pastor at North Branch, Mich. In his 
teaching years he coached football on the 
side; according to his official biographer 
he carried a pocketful of pebbles to throw 
at laggard players. | 

In May, 1926, Bishop Michael J. Gallagher 
set him on the road to fame by calling him 
to Detroit and placing him in charge of the 
parish of Royal Oak, just north of Detroit. 
There were only 26 Catholic families there 
at the time. The church was a small wood- 
en structure; a few years later it was to 
be a $760,000 edifice, known throughout 
the country under the name of the Shrine 
of the Little Flower.

seethed in the mind of the priest. He con- 
ceived the idea of broadcasting his views. 
Late in 1926, against the advice of the 
friends he had consulted, he took his plan 
to his good friend, Leo J. Fitzpatrick, man- 
ager of Radio Station WJR, then owned by 
the Detroit Free Press. Fitzpatrick liked 
the novelty of the suggestion, and put the 
priest on the air. Coughlin was delighted 
when his first sermon brought eight letters 
of approval. 


His Biggest Audience Found 


In Depth of the Depression. 


Almost from the first, Coughlin’s broad- 
casts had an economic flavor. He was talk- 
ing, though, in the lush time before the 
crash of 1929, and his unorthodox notions 
about money and banking attracted but little 
attention. When the depression began to 
be felt—-when people began -to demand the 
reason for want in the midst of plenty— 
Coughlin caught on. Letters began to pour 


in by the thousands, from people of all/} 


creeds. He decided to expand. In 1930, 
he organized the Radio League of the Little 
Flower and bought time on stations in Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati. Later he signed a 
contract with the Columbia network and 
began speaking over 16 stations. Contribu- 
tions from listeners took care of the ex- 
penses. He began to bank as many as 20,000 
one-dollar bills at one time. Out of the 
contributions he built his new church with 
its huge Crucifixion Tower. 

In 1931, Coughlin gavesa series of ad- 
dresses hitting at the great banking inter- 
ests. He called for “easy money.” He 
demanded that silver be restored “to its 
proper value.” The farmers of the Middle 
West, hard hit by deflation, responded with 
their dollars. Coughlin said that if ‘‘Hoover 
prosperity” were to come back, it would 
bring with it another World War. He de- 
nounced J. FP. Morgan, Andrew Mellon, 
Ogden Mills and Eugene’ Meyer as “the four 
horsemen of the Apocalypse.” 

The Detroit Free Press, which had first 
put Coughlin on the air, turned against him; 
its publisher, EB. D. Stair, labeled him “an 
ecclesiastical Huey Long.’ Complaints in 
the same vein led the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System, in August, 1931, to decline to 
renew his contract. 

But if Coughlin was a crackpot to thou- 
sands, to otber thousands his mellifluous 
voice carried a message of hope. He had 
become a cult. The money that continued 
to roll in from his listeners enabled him 
to form a network of his own, and by the 
fal) of 1931 he was broadcasting over 11 
stations.

Big Job Made Bigger

Now and then, in times like these, it must 
seem to Smith like trying to scoop up the 
sea with a spoon. Occasionally he finds his 
painstaking labors abruptly undone. Not 
long ago one of the more temperamental 
officers of the Government walked into the 
White House and persuaded the President 
to give him complete jurisdiction in a field 
where—necessarily, as Smith had seen it— 
authority was divided among several agen- 
cies. This started a minor revolution threat- 
ening one phase of the war program. Care- 
fully Smith untangled the snarl and put the 
pieces back approximately where they had 
been before. 


Congress Grants the Power 
‘And Smith Writes the Laws. 


In the office of the Budget Director are 
prepared the executive orders creating new 
agencies and reshuffling old ones. The order 
creating the new “shipping czar” was drawn 
up in Smith’s office with Admirals, Gen- 
erals and Cabinet members all pulling and 
hauling to try to get what they -wanted 
written into the order. With such respon- 
sibility, it is imperative, of course, that the 
President. back up his budget chief since 
any evasiveness or equivocation in these all- 
important orders would open the way to 
confusion and drift. : 

“‘We: grant the power and Harold Smith. 
writes the laws.” 

That is the semi-facetious, semi-serious 
remark of a Congressman who has followed 
the revolution in government which has come 
with reorganization of the Budget Bureau. 
The bureau was created originally in 1921. 
Prior to that time there had been no check 
whatsoever on appropriation requests by the 
executive departments. The Government 
was small and unimportant in the whole 
scheme of American li@e. 


In the 1921 law the bureau was made 
responsible to the President and given con- 
siderable supervisory powers over Govern- 
ment expenditures, It was established, how- 
ever, in the Treasury and allowed to re- 
main little more than an adding device 
for reckoning income and outgo. The ana- 
nual appropriation for the Budget Bureau 
pa to..and including 1938. was not more 

than $187, 000, which decidedly limited its

That was the beginning. The reorganiza- 
tion was carried another big step ahead by 
an executive order issued in September, 
1939, under the Reorganization Act passed 
that year. This gave the Budget Director 
the broadest possible powers. At the same 


time the President told Smith that he wanted 
the bureau not merely administratively in 
the. executive office but physically as near 
the White House as possible. Smith began 
to assemble an enlarged staff in the State 
Department building just across the street 
from the White House offices. 


One of the functions delegated to the 
biteau under the reorganization was “to 
conduct research in the development of im- 
proved plans of administrative management, 
and to advise the executive departments and 
agencies of the Government with respect to 
approved administrative organization and 
practice.” Another, with even broader im- 
plications, was “to aid the President to bring 
about more efficient and economical conduct 
of Government service.” Still another func 
tion was “to assist the President by clear- 
ing and co-ordinating departmental advice 
on proposed legislation and by making rec- 
ommendations as to presidential action on 
legislative enactments. . . .” 


Under this last provision all legislative 
recommendations must be approved by the 
Budget Bureau. Before that time heads of 
departments had acted more or less on their 
own initiative in putting forward legislative 
proposals which were often at cross pur- 
poses. 

In many instances the revised Budget 
Bureau has moved to restore order out of 
chaos. Smith has been working toward 
standardizing Government accounting prac- 
tices. This is essential if any real month 
to month check on progress is to be made. 
Formerly hours of work in Government hos- 
pitals varied from 44 to 72 a week; now 
standardized rules have been worked out. 
A standard has been established for charges 
for quarters in the military services. Like 
wise, the allowance for furnishing Govern- 
ment offices has been standardized. 


Details Take Time, Patience; 

Old Habits Hard to Break. 

All these details of Government house- 
keeping take time and patience. Govera- 
ment practices are rooted deep in traditional 
habits which are hard to break. Bureau 
chiefs, says Smith wryly, cling to members 
of their staff and hang on even more grimly 
to their files. 


One of his chief jobs today is finding 
space for the vast flood of war workers now 
converging on Washington. It is Smith who 
decides, with the President’s approval, what 
bureaus and agencies are to move out of 
Washington. He was responsible for send- 
ing the Rural Electrification Administration 
to St. Louis and the Farm Security Admin- 
istration to Cincinnati. The space problem 
is terrific and certain to grow worse during 
the present year. 

By checking on the spending of Govern- 
ment agencies, Smith has been able to bring 
about substantial savings. He reported to 
the House Appropriation Committee in Jan- 
uary that he had been able “to set up re 
serves of approximately $415,000,000." This 
represents savings from the appropriations 
of many bureaus and agencies. In many 
instances they try to get it back again, but 
if it has been. kept in the reserve fund 
until the end of the fiscal year—and most 
of it is so kept—then it either goes back 
into the Treasury or the amount is offset 
against the agency’s request for the next 
fiscal year. °

In capturing this important Burmese railhead, the 
Japanese have acquired possession of the terminus of 
the Burma Road which long ‘was the lifeline of 
Chinese supplies from the United States and Britain. 
It was here that munitions and food and war ma- | 


dalay, were loaded into transport trucks for the 
long and circuitous journey through the mountains 
to South China and the armies of Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek. : 

Since the fall of Rangoon, the mountain thorough- 
fare itself has been virtually closed to the outside 
world. In fact, in recent weeks the chief use of it 


in Burma with troops and supplies sent down from 
China. With the capture of Lashio, the Japanese 
are now moving up the Burma Road to the China 
border. Although the Chinese can be counted on to 
damage the road and otherwise impede the advance 
of the invaders, the Japanese are now dangerously 
close to an entry into free China from the rear. 

The news of Lashio’s fall is accompanied by 
assurances that supplies will continue to go into 
China, President Roosevelt told his press conference 
that the precise steps are a military secret, but 
that the Chinese will not be let down. In India, 
Allied military leaders expressed the same thought 
with determination. The British, with Chinese labor, 
are reported to have opened a route from India, but 
it is not only exceedingly long, but is laid through 
even more difficult, rockier mountains. 

For weeks, a chief means of transport to China, 
it is now evident, has been giant freight planes 
flown by Americans. If all Burma falls to the Japa- 
nese—and the command in India is planning for 
that possibility—this ferrying of supplies would be 
made a harder and more dangerous work. 

There are two major reasons why everything pos- . 
sible should be done to keep munitions and supplies 
flowing to Chungking. The first is the military 
reason. If Japan can isolate China from India, this 
will make its strategy that much more effective. 
China isolated or defeated and out of the war will 
remove an ally where allies cannot be spared. 
Second, there is the obligation to keep the faith 
with a brave people who have resisted the invaders 
for more than four years in a heroic defense of home 
against great military odds. The British closed the 
Burma Road for atime. We Americans sold scrap iron 
and oil to the Japanese to help them in their inva- 
sion and bombings. Still the Chinese fought on, fall- 
ing back as they were forced to, but never giving 
up. And when the Japanese turned toward India, 
Gen. Chiang sent troops to Burma to defend British 
territory. 

The Chinese are the real veterans of this war. 
The United States and the British nations will suffer 
a most serious blow if they see China shut away 
from them or, if worse comes to worst, knocked 
out of action.

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MAYBE THIS EXPLAINS IT.

Gen. Hugh S. Johnson told about Calvin Coolidge 
will explain why President Roosevelt avoided using 
the word “inflation” in his recent message to Con- 
gress and his fireside chat.

“don’t like to talk about ropes.”

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OUR NEW TRADITION OF THE SEA.

URELY, {ft may be argued on at least 

two grounds, we can do without the di- 

versions and enjoyments of the fine arts 
for the long present. 

We are, in the first place, doing without 
many other things, and will have to learn, 
should the war last any length of time, to 
do without many more. Are not pictures 
and concerts, poetry and novels like sugar? 
Are they not the sweets of life which we 
must learn to forego? Are they not like 
those rubber tires which take us smoothly 
through delightful landscapes on vacation 
tours? We are learning to do without sugar 
and tires; why not without music and lit- 
erature and art? 

These things take time, they take ma- 
terials, they take men. And in themselves, 
they never will stop a tank or down an en- 
emy plane. They are not necessary to keep 
us aliye, and they will not destroy the en- 
emy. . 

Are not these the criteria by which every- 
thing in everybody's life ought ruthlessly 
to be measured at the present time?

It requires but a moment's refiection to 
see how dangerous it would be to black out 
the creative arts until the war is over.

Moves to treat art shows and concerts like sugar and tires, to be 
sacrificed for war effort, are predicted; writer urges that we 
preserve the arts, since they are the best healing for a distressed 
society; calls creative works part of the civilization we fight for. 


Irwin Edman, Professor of Philosophy, Columbia University,

We have, luckily, the experience of Eng- 
land to give us clews as to the function of 
the arts in wartime. Out of necessity, the 
paintings in the National Gallery in London 
have been stored away in safe places. Out 
of necessity, evening concerts were for a 
while abolished. But two extremely illumi- 
nating things happened. 

So much hunger was there for music 
that when Myra Hess offered her services 
at lunch-hour concerts in the empty spaces 
of the National Gallery, there was an audi- 
ence of mob proportions day after day. 
When exhibitions of paintings were impos- 
sible for a time in London, they sprang up 
in provincial towns that had never dreamed 
of them before. A similar situation is re- 
ported with respect to books.

Surely, if ever a country might have been 
thought to have other things to think about 
than reading, it was the England of 1940, 
threatened with invasion and bombed mer- 
cilessly from the air. Yet it was in 1940 
that England experienced its greatest boom 
in the reprints of classics, arid in England 
that, as paper rations dwindled, the uses for 
reading grew. 

All this is to imply that music, literature, 
painting, sculpture are escapes from reality, 
a function that many people in the past 
have found in the arts. “Escape” is an am- 
biguous word. It seems to mean a retreat 
to the urfreal, to the fanciful, to the senti- 
mental, People do escape in the arts only 
in the sense that they escape from stuffy 
rooms to fresh air, from crowded cities to 
open country, from the clang and clamor 
of the streets to the composed, ordered 
sounds of.a quartet or a symphony. 

The arts, like fresh air and open country, 
are wonderful restorers of health, a sense 
of proportion, a sense of serenity. They en- 
able men to look beyond the acute distress 
of the présent to gleams of a possibly better 
and sweeter world. They enable men and 
women to return to the grim tasks of bring- 
ing about such a world with fortitude and 
‘renewed spirit. 

While we are defending civilization, it is 
imperative that we keep civilization alive 
in our feelings, in our minds and hearts. As 
long as people create and are given a chance 
to be moved by creation, the spirit of free 
men will be kept alive and free.

Free French Africa. 

Free French Africa is as big as 
West Africa, but less exposed. But- 
tressed on the west by the man- 
dated Cameroons and British Ni- 
geria and on the east by the 
Belgian Congo and other lands oc- 
cupied by or allied to ‘Britain, it 
is a greater war prize than Vichy’s 
Africa. It affects the world flow 
of rubber, iron, lead, zinc, man- 
ganese, graphite, oil, copper, tin, 
cobalt, industrial diamonds, qui- 
nine, fibers, radium. All are im- 
portant in war. ; 

Airlines radiate in many direc- 
tions from the equatorial African 
capital, Brazzaville. Most impor- 
tant ones run from the Atlantic 
coast to the warfronts thousands 
of miles north and east. Two new 
highways, 1700 and 1900 miles long, 
connect the port of Douala with 
Khartoum and thence with Egypt. 
From one of these roads the Free 
French struck recently 1200 miles 
across the desert at Italian out- 
posts near the Axis desert army 
headquarters. 

A danger point not yet neutral- 
ized is the island of Madagascar, 
off the southeastern coast of 
Africa, controlling the sea routes 
around the cape to the Middle 
East, India, Australia. Vichy is re- 
ported to have sent warships there 
a few weeks ago. It was also re- 
ported that Japan and Germany 
planned to make use of the island.

combatting malaria. 
Three Steps Listed. 

The Government has 
taken three anti-malarial 
La Varre said: : 

1. All cinchona (quinine) bark 
in the United States has been 
“frozen” so it can’t be sold ex- 
cept to the Government. 

2. Quinine can no longer be 
used for anything except prepa- 
ration of anti-malaria medicines. 

3. Steps have been taken to in- 
crease Latin American produc- 
of cinchona bark. 

The fourth, and final step, which 
will be taken soon is to maek 
the plasmochin and atabrine pat- 
énts public domain and have the 
alien custodian release the formula 
to American drug firms. 

Since the drugs are produced 
from benzene there is no scarcity 
of the basic product, La Varre 
said. 

Need Has 

La Varre reported domestic con- 
sumption of quinine in the United 
States during 1941 totaled 3,500,000

He added that the need for plas- 
mochin and atabrine was acute 
in tropical Latin America and that 
United States firms could also 
manufacture for those countries.

Proposals for State legislation 
to meet war conditions were dis- 
cussed by Laurance M, Hyde, Com- 
missioner of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, at the annual convention of 
the National Council on State Leg- 
islation at Hotel Jefferson yester- 
day. 

Commissioner Hyde said the 
present Missouri Council of De- 
fense Act, passed by the last Lez- 
islature, should be amplified in 
several ways. It now authorizes 
the Governor to create a council 
of 15 or more members to assist 
in co-ordination of State and local 
activities. . 

Such an act, the speaker said, 
should authorize the Governor, 
through the council or otherwise, 
to appoint air raid wardens, fire 
watchers, auxiliary firemen, police- 
men and other guards, and to pre- 
scribe their powers, duties, rights, 
privileges and immunities; the lat- 
ter, he said, should be those of 
re peace officérs. 

ome matters suggested by Com- 
missioner Hyde for inclusion in an 
adequate Council of Defense Act 
were: | 

Interstate motor vehicle reci- 
procity agreements and car licens- 
ing privileges; substitutes for steel 
license plates; relaxation of dis- 
criminatory interstate trade’ bar- 
riers; revisions of State and local 
sanitary regulations, plumbing 
codes and public utility regula- 
tions, to conserve materials and 
meet emergency needs; provisions 
for co-operation in rationing and 
price-fixing; provisions for con- 
sumers’ groups; absentee registra- 
tion and voting rules. 

Hyde told of proposals made by 
special committees of the National 
Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws, and the Coun.- 
ci] of State Governments. He out- 
lined also the 18 war emergency 
acts adopted by the Massachusetts 
Legislature in January. The prin- 
cipal suggested acts now drawn re- 
late to air raid precautions, accept- 
ance of Federal grants, defense 
housing, emergency health and san- 
itation areas, miiltary traffic con- 
trol, fire defense mobilization, and 
zoning for defense areas.

‘day message to Congress that 
“stabilizing the cost of living will 
mean that wages in general can 
and should be kept at existing 
scales.” ; 

He said further, (a) that existing 
contracts between employers and 
employes must be carried out; (b) 
that “due consideration” will be 
given to inequalities, and (c) that 
similar consideration will be given 
to “the elimination of sub-stand- 


‘Three Questions. 

Out of these stipulations three 
questions arise. -There is, for one, 
the question of what constitutes 
an inequality. A second question 
concerns the wage level below 
which increases will be permitted 
in order to wipe out “sub-stand- 
ards” of living. At what point do 
existing wage scales begin to pro- 
vide‘an adequate standard? The 
problems both of’ inequalities in 
wage scales and of reasonable liv- 
ing standards leave a wide field 
for administrative interpretation. 

A problem that may prove even 
more troublesome than either of 
the others is opened up by . the 
President's requirement that exist- 
ing wagé commitments be kept in- 
tact: Throughout the shipbuilding 
industry, and in some other indus- 
tries as well, are agreements pro- 
viding for wage adjustments to 
meet increases in the cost of liv- 
ing. The question arises whether 
workers in industries not covered 
by such contracts, such as steel 
and the ex-motor car industry, are 
to be given comparable increases 
or to experience the “inequality” 
which the President would bar. 

Effect of Rises at Top. 

The point is also being made 
that increases granted at the top 
of the wage scale, by tending to 
create the very effect—inflation— 
which the President seeks to 
avoid, will work toward the reduc- 
tion of the “real wages” of the 
workers at the bottom. 

Expressions along these lines 

thin the administration make it 
clear that the War Labor Board, 
which has been charged by the 
President with the “stabilization” 
of wages, is confronted with trou 
ble-laden problems in the execu- 
tion of the program.

Off the Air, Then On Again. 

In August, 1936, Coughlin’s own 
convention was held at Cleveland; 
his 16 points were incorporated 
into a charter for his National 
Union and he was elected presi- 
dent with autocratic powers. Lib- 
eral public&tions commented that 
the priest was showing his fascist 
colors. Both Townsend and the 
Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith, who 
claimed to be the successor to 
Huey Long as head of the Long 
share-the-wealth clubs, spoke at 
the Coughlin convention, Coughlin 
declared in an impassioned speech 
that if Lemke did not get at least 
9,000,000 votes, he would quit the 
radio forever. Lemke got less than 
one-tenth of that number. 


Coughlin did retire from the 
air, but in 1937 he was back. He 
‘was soon in trouble wfth his su- 
perior, Archbishop Mooney, who 
objected, among other things, to a 
statement by Coughlin that a good 
Catholic could no more be a mem- 
ber of the CIO than he could be 
a Mohammedan. Coughlin pre- 
pared a reply on this and other 
points, but, according to Cough- 
lin, it failed to meet the Arch- 
bishop’s approval. The incident 
led pro-Coughlin groups to shout 
that the priest had been muzzled. 
An unsigned article in Social Jus- 
tice assailed the Archbishop’s 
stand as one that made it impos- 
sible for Coughlin to continue on 
the air. The Archbishop issued a 
clarifying statement, and the late 
Monsignor John M. Doyle, then 
chancellor of the diocese, wrote to 
the editor of Social Justice ask- 
ing that it print without comment 
the statements of both Coughiin 
and the Archbishop. The attorney 
for the publishing company re- 
plied bluntly that “the corporation 
will -continue to publish and edit 
Social Justice without supervision 
of anyone except its officers.” 

Rebuked by Pope Pius XI. 

After the statement by the at- 
torney, Coughlin anneunced that 
he had completely divorced him- 
self from ownership and editorial 
direction of the paper. It .con- 
tinued, however, to print articles 
reflecting Coughlin views. The 
upshot of this remarkable episode 
was a public rebuke of Coughlin 
by Pope Pius XI, who upheld the 
position of the Archbishop. 

In a few weeks, Coughlin was 
back with Social Justice as “edi- 
torial adviser and contributor” and 
as 1938 began he announced that 
he was returning to the air. His 
addresses for a while were in- 
nocuous, Then he began the line 
which was to develop into the edi- 
torial policies now denounced as 
subversive of the war effort. On 
Sunday, Nov. 20, 1938, a day set 
aside by Protestants, Jews and 
Catholics of the nation as a day 
of prayer for persecuted peoples, 
especially the Jews in Germany, 
Coughlin went on the air with a 
sensational address that branded 
him in the eyes of many as vio- 
lently anti-Semiti¢ and pro-Nazi. 

“Hitler formed his party,” said 
Coughlin, “to overthrow the exist- 
ing German Government under 
whose jurisdiction Communism was 
waxing strong, and to rid the fa- 
therland of Communists whose 
feadership, unfortunately, was 
identified with the Jewish race. 
Thus Nazism was conceived as a 
political defense mechanism 
against Communism and was 
ushered into existence as a result 
of Communism.” 

There was much to the effect 
that the Russian revolution was “a 
Jewish revolution” and that “the 
Jewish bankers, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co.,; of New York City, were among 
those who helped to finance the 
Russian revolution and Commu- 
nism.” 

“Hero” in Berlin and Rome. 

Protests arose from many quar- 
ters. The Catholic weekly, the 
Commonweal, assailed Coughlin’s 
“all too pious acceptance of propa-

Controversy Over CIO Strike. 

In 1939, the spotlight was again 
thrown on Coughlin by a contro- 
versy over the position of the 
Catholic Church on labor. The 
United Automobile Workers (CIO) 
had called a strike in the Chrysler 
plants. Telling the strikers to re- 
turn to work, Coughlin quoted 
Pope. Pius XI as having declared 
in an encyclical that only the state 
could represent respectively work-' 
ers and employers and only the 
state could conclude labor con- 
tracts and agreements. Father 
Raymond C, Clancy, executive sec- 
retary of the Archdiocesan Labor 
Institute, replying to -Coughlin 
over the air, acoused the latter of 
having misquoted the encyclical in 
such a way “as to make the Holy 
Father appear to be in favor of 
fascistic control of management 
and labor.” ) 

Father Clancy spoke with the 
tacit approval of Archbishop 
Mooney, who had founded the 
Archdiocesan Labor Institute and 
had urged workers to be active 
members of labor unions. Cough- 
lin refused to budge and was sup- 
ported in his position by Social 
Justice. 

When the war broke out in 1939, 
Social Justice began a series of 
virulent attacks on the British, 
whom it accused of “spewing unc- 
tuous lies to lure this nation into 
the war to make the world safe 
for international plunder.” An 
appeal was made for funds so that 
“Father Coughlin may continue, to 
spread principles of genuine Amer- 
icanism.” In May of 1940, as has 
been rélated, Coughlin told his ec- 
clesiastical superiors that he had 
dissociated himself from Social 
Justice. The paper, however, 
continued to carry his portrait on 
the cover, and across the top pub- 
lished the line “Founded 1936 by 
Father Coughlin.” Vendors of the 
paper offered it with such phrases 
as “Read what Father Coughlin 
says about the war.” The attacks 
on “atheistic Jews” and “British 
warmongers” continued. 

Off the Air Again in 1940. 

Coughlin in the meantime, in 
1939, had disbanded his National 
Union for Social Justice. In 1940, 
he went off the air. When he an- 
nounced in September of that year 
that he was retiring as a broad- 
caster, he gave as the reason that 
large stations had barred him be- 
cause of “men powerful in the 
field of radio and other activities.” 
But observers in Detroit who have 
closely followed Coughlin’s career 
believe there were reasons more 
potent. One was the pressure, 
subtly exercised, from high church 
authorities. Another \was the evi- 
dence provided by the Michigan 
of 
1940 that Coughlin’s strength had 
waned—the Coughlinite candidate 
for the Senatorial nomination was 
overwhelmingly beaten, whereas 
four years earlier he had almost 
won. Another event which is be- 
lieved to have. contributed to 
Coughlin’s decision Was the refusal 
of Wendell Willkie to accept his 
support. 

After Social Justice had printed 
a tentative indorsement of the 
Republican candidate, Willkie said 
that he did not want Coughlin’s 
support if it was true, as he hag 
been informed, that Coughlin stood 
for anti-Semitism. 

The paper retorted: “Already 
he (Willkie) has committed him- 
self to a pro-British, pro-war, pro- 
conscription, pro-Jewish policy — 
just like his opponent, Mr. Roose- 
velt. Perhaps, Mr. Candidate, 
you'll learn to keep your seven- 
league boots out of the Semitic 
mess, in which politicians bog 
down: in every country of the 
world.” 

In the next issue of Social Jus- 
tice Coughlin announced that he 
would not carry out his plans for 
a series of broadcasts beginning in 
October, He would not, he said, 
return to the air “until we cease 
being war-minded.” 


Christian Front Arrests. 

Earlier, the arrest and indict- 
ment of 17 members of the Chris- 
tian Front, an anti-Semitic organi- 
zation, .on charges of plotting to 
overthrow the Government of the 
United States, had been a severe 
blow to the Coughlin prestige. 
The Christian Front had been en- 
couraged and supported by Social 
Justice. In a radio broadcast Jan. 
21, 1940, after the arrests, Coughlin 
said that he did not dissociate 
himself from the Christian Front 
movement but stood by every word 
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nomination in South Da- 
kota — Bankhead Unop- 
posed in Alabama.

able to do if we had the staff, 
I do not know,” Smith told the 
House committee, “but at least we 
have come to this kind of situation 
where budgeting done on an an- 
nual basis js inadequate; it covers 
too long a period. The conditions 
change so rapidly that we have had 
to think of budget making and ad- 
ministration in terms of quarters 
‘rather than the annual basis.” 


Hard Hitters on Staff. 

Many of the men on Smith’s en- 
larged staff are hard-hitting young- 
er officials out of other Govern- 
men agencies. Some havé come 
to the Bureau of the Budget with 
highly specialized knowledge of 
their own departments and have 
therefore been assigned to work in 
connection with those departments. 
John B. Blandford Jr., assistant 
director, was general manager for 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
during the entire construction pe- 
riod and before that he was Direc- 
tor of Public Safety, in charge of 
fire and police departments, for the 
city of Cincinnati. 

In the estimates division the bu- 
reau now has eight chief exam- 
iners and 50 examiners. They send 
in field reports from every part of 
the country on every phase of Gov- 
ernment activity from the progress 
of the’ campaign against the Jap- 
anese beetle to the construction of 
tne newest warship. When the de- 
fense program began to expand, a 
military section was set up in the 
bureau under Col. Henry M. Waite, 
one of the foremost consulting en- 
gineers in the country. The ob- 
jective is not merely to stop waste- 
ful spending, but, wherever pos- 
sible, to prevent the Government 
from being gypped. The work of 
the military section is kept on a 
confidential basis. 

The more than 400 employes of 
the bureau are not concerned with 
money and figures alone. A con- 
siderable part of the President's 
correspondence is handled by 
Smith and his assistants. The di- 
vision of legislative reference is 
concerned with the mass of legis- 
lative recommendations that go 
from the executive branch to Con-

Budgeteer 

The man who deals in Govern- 
ment billions has nothing to do 
with keeping his own personal 
budget. Mrs. Smith, an efficient 
housekeeper and mother, takes 
care of that function. Smith never 
signs a personal check. Beginning 
in the days when they lived on 
an infinitesimal salary, Mrs. Smith 
Has been the manager. 

He was born on a Kansas farm 
and worked hig way through high 
school and college. He remembers 
that for two or three summers he 
was “engineer” for a threshing ma- 
chine; Smith had to be on hand 
before daylight to start the fires 
and at night or on Sundays he 
had to move the big, cumbersome 
machine to the next farm. Roads 
and were narrow and it 
was often difficult for the 17-year- 
old “engineer” to get the thresher 
through.- His job then, he some 
times reflects, was not unlike his 
present responsibility for moving 
the cumbersome machine of Gov- 
ernment along the narrow lanes of 
traditional usage. 

At the University of Kansas he 
got a Bachelor of Science degree in 
electrical] engineering, graduating 
in 1922. In school he had been a 
leader in religious activity and he 
seriously considered atone time 
going to China, not as a religious 
missionary, but as a scientific mis- 
sionary.

From Michigan to Washington. 

Smith wrote a number of city 
charters to bring city government 
up to a twentieth century standard. 
He made himself useful in a 
hundred and one different ways. 
His reputation in the field of 
public administration naturally 
grew. When the present Supreme 
Court Justice, Frank Murphy, be- 
came Governor of Michigan, he 
looked around for good men to fill 
important jobs. In 1937 he made 
Smith his budget director. 


When President Roosevelt be- 
gan looking for a Federal budget 
director to replace Bell, Smith’s 
name was submitted with others 
on a list supplied by the Treasury. 
His name wasvhigh on that list, 
first on lists supplied by other 
agencies. Out of the blue the 
President telephoned Smith in 
Michigan to ask him to come down 
immediately to take the job. Al- 
most from the first day of his 
arriva] Smith has worked at the 
same hard, unrelenting, tireless 
tempo that he sets for himself 
today. 

At 43 he remains what he was as 
the “engineer” for that thresher— 
a practical man interested in prac- 
tical results. Theories have never 
captured him. When he was 
studying for his master’s degree 
and doing his interneship in gov- 
ernment, he -built houses for his 
father, who had become a small 
builder, largely with his own la- 
bor. Last summer with his. boy, 
Lawrence, he built a boat to be 
used with an outboard motor in 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Looking Into the Future. 


Looking into the future, he fore- 
sees that the Bureau of the Budget 
will have an:even more important 
function in the post-war world. The 
war will inevitably have created a 
tremendous dislocation of the na- 
tional economy with at least 50 
per cent of industry converted to 
war production. No longer will it 
be possible to consider the Govern- 
ment budget as though it existed 
separate from and independent of 
the national economy. Private and 
public budgeteers will have to work 
together toward stabilizing pro- 
duction and the national income, |

It is of the most startling signifi- 
eance. With the grant of these 
powers, Hitler has brought down 
the.entire structure of the’ German 
state as it has existed since Bis- 
marck.

It may be said that he has al- 
ways had these powers. But this 
is not quite true. Hitler tried to 
take over the administrative struc- 
ture of the state complete, and 
“switch it into line.” That struc- 
ture consisted of a vast hierarchy 
ef “duly acquired rights”—the 
German word is “wholerworbene 
rechte”—which affect nearly every- 
body in Germany, and which have 
been carefully built up for genera- 
tions. 

The structure of these legal 
rights is what constitutes the so- 
eial security of Germany. They are 
the unwritten constitution of the 
German -nation. 

These “duly acquired rights” af 
fect the last worker in a factory; 
every civil servant; every soldier 
and officer. They are not “vested 
interests” or contractural proper- 
ty rights: They are the rights that 
people acquire as a result of serv- 
ice to industry or to the state. 
They are the very basis of the Ger- 
man claim to be a social state. 

They cover such things as the 
right not to be dismissed from a 
job without compensation accord- 
ing to the number of months or 
years of service; the right to vaca- 
tions, commensurate with the 
length of service; the right in the 
eivil and armed services to regu- 
Jar promotion if one’s duties are 
conscientiously fulfilled; the con- 
siderations of seniority, and finally

They are the rights which are 
achieved by the fulfillment of obli- 
gations—the German word literally 
translated means “well-earned 
rights”—not rights granted in na- 
ture to all wont ae worked for.

HEREFORE it is impossible to 

exaggerate the importance of 
what Hitler has done, By stretch- 
ing his hand into the structure of 
these rights he challenges the 
whole German tradition; he seizes 
power to terrorize everyone; and 
he also possesses an immense 
power of corruption. 

Previous to this decree, if a 
German general disagreed with a 
policy, he could tender his resigna- 
tion. He was out of the service, 
but his years of fidelity entitled 


.| him to honorable retirement on 


pension, Today if he disagreés, he 
can be thrown on the streets or 
“entfernt”—removed—liquidated. 

But he can be thrown on the 
streets without any disagreement, 
merely because the Fuehrer, in- 
structed by anyone in his entour- 
age, may decide to do so. The 
threat of the confiscation of all his 
security hangs over everyone. It is 
for the German the ultimate terror. 

But these rights can also be 
transferred, under ‘this new de- 
cree. The rights which A has 
spent his life working for can fall 
upon B, who is put into his shoes 
because he is more “reliable” in 
the eyes of the party. So there is 
candy in this for every obsequious 
denouncer and fawner. It opens 
the entire structure of the state to 
terror and corruption. The Rus- 
sians made the best comment on 
it: “Hitler’s spring offensive has 
begun. It is against the German 
people.” It is even more—from a 
German point of view—it is against 
that almost metaphysical realm— 
the German state.

Coupled with it is direct inter- 
vention in the courts and the end 
of even the fiction of a free judici- 
ary. Now, it may be said, that 
since the Nazis came to power, the 
independence of the courts. has 
been destroyed. But again this is 
not quite so. The whole might of 
the party could not persuade the 
German court to sentence Dimitrov 
as the instigator of the Reichstag 
fire. The ourts did not dare to 
prosecute ‘the true offenders; but 
they did not sentence to death—as 
they were suposed to do — men 
against whom there was not a 
scrap of evidence, And the be- 
lief that there is still a law in 
Germany, and uncoerced courts, 
has left to the Germans a certain 
pride. 

The people’s courts set up under 
the Nazis, were, to be sure, star- 
chambers; political offenders were 
brought before them and such of- 
fenders did not have a chance, But 
the civil courts still retained some 
memory and practice from an an- 
cient tradition of justice. Over 
their portals was still written “fait 
justitia: pereat mundos”—let jus- 
tice stand, though the world per- 
ish.

HIS is the reward that the 

leader of his -people gives to 
men and women who, in however 
unworthy and appalling a, cause, 
have spilled their fortune and 
their blood with immense discip- 
line and sacrifice. 
. And why does he do it? Because 
this psychotic idiot, whom even 
the democratic world likes to 
think of as a genius, is the victim 
of his own neurosis. He is afraid 
of the German people and he hates 
them and always has. These peo- 
ple — civilians — were those who 
“stabbed Germany in the back” in 
the last war; who, when they knew 
that the war was lost—as Luden- 
dorff knew it was lost—finally re- 
fused to go on starving and sacri- 
ficing their song for a futile cause.

One-Time Hoofer Who Combines Newspaper and Radio Work 
With Duties of Naval Officer Finds Himself Center of Row 
in Congress—Fired Boss Who Refused to Print His Blasts

NEW YORK, May 2. 

HEN Walter Winchell was 

first achieving national 

prominence as a gossip col- 
umnist on the staff of the sensa- 
tional Evening Graphic, now de- 
ceased, a lesser columnist sought 
the .secret of his success. 

“You'll get attention,” said 
Winchell, a one-time vaudeville 
hoofer, “if you pick on the biggest 
— you know and keep ‘after 

m. ” 

The following day the inquiring 
colleague devoted his entire space 
to an uncomplimentary discussion 


of Walter Winchell. Astounded, 
Winchell demanded an explanation 
and the former friend replied: 
“Why, Walter, I just followed 
your advice. You're the biggest 


man I know so I decided to pick 


on you first.” 

Winchell hag never changed his 
technique in his column, “On 
Broadway,” or in his Sunday. eve- 
ning radio broadcast. He likes his 
adversaries big and tough. In 
turn he has been picked on by ex- 
perts, some of them his closest 
imitators, Others are more formid- 
able opponents, including his own 
employers, publishers and mem- 
bers of Congress. 

His bold disclosures of subver- 
sive elements dnd organizations 
and his stinging attacks on those 
he thinks are wittingly or unwit- 
tingly giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy at home or abroad have 


made him'the target of a steady 


fire of violent criticism. He has 
been denounced and extolled on 
House and Senate floor. He has 
been condoned and condemned in 
cartoons and editorials, and some- 
times his writings and _ radio 
speeches have been diluted, occa- 
sionally deleted. 

But Winchell fights back like a 
cat. His claw-like responses leave 
deep scratches. Recently, a sneer- 
ing non-admirer asked him in pub- 
lic: 


“When did you start waving the 
flag, Winchell?” 

“In 1917 when I joined the Navy,” 
the columnist replied without turn- 
ing a hair. “When are you going 
to start?” 

Right now, because of his po- 
litical and patriotic views, bol- 
stered by his Navy rank of lieu- 
tenant-commander on active duty 
without pay, he is engaged in an 
involved struggle with King Fea- 
tures,' Héarst syndicate now sell- 
ing his column, and Eleanor “Cissy” 
Patterson, publisher of the Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Times-Herald, which 
newspaper purchases but often sup- 
presses Winchell’s written com- 
ments on persons including “Cissy” 
Patterson, her brother, Capt. Jo- 
seph Patterson, publisher of the 
New York Daily News, and her 
cousin, Col. Robert McCormick, 
publisher of the Chicago Tribune. 

“Wherinell does an American en-

The columnist brought the row 
to a head by announcing that be- 
cause of his. difficulties with 
“Cissy” Patterson he would not re- 
new his contract with the Hearst 
syndicate (which nets him a mini- 
mum of $1200 weekly) when it 
expires Nov. 15. He emphasized 
that he had no personal quarrel 
with Hearst or the Mirror. 


Mrs. Patterson filed a complaint 
in Washington District Court for 
$200,000 damages against Winchell 
on charges of defamation. He also 
is threatened with suit because of 
remarks resented by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Dilling, anti-Roosevelt organ- 
izer, whose domestic affairs have 
recently been aired in court. 

‘T’ve never been served or heard 
directly from either ef those suits,” 
Winchell declared. “All I do is 
read about them. As far as I’m 
concerned the Times-Herald mat- 
ter is closed. I guess I’m about 
the first reporter ever to fire his 
boss. One Washington firm of- 
fered to publish a page ad every 
day running my regular column. 
But I’m not particularly anxious 
to be syndicated. I definitely 
won't appear in the Times-Herald 
or the Hearst papers except the 
Mirror and a couple of others. 
I've received offers from the De- 
troit Free Press, the Chicago Sun 
and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
If they’re the only ones that print 
it, it’s O. K. with me.

He 
has gone through a period when 
he worked all night, gathering ma- 
terial and writing the column, then 
reporting for duty at 9 a. m. at 
Navy headquarters, 90 Church 
street, New York. Since his critics 
turned the spotlight on him, the 
only variation is that his outrag- 
eous hours were changed and he 
no longer is permitted to remain 
open for business 24 hours a day.

“Therefore I hope that in the fu- 
ture, instead of assailing and at- 
tacking those who are really urg- 
ing constructive and _ protective 
measures for the defense of our 
country, they will join in the pa- 
triotic efforts of Walter Winchell 
and other like him.” 

There are those who, with cause, 
disapprove of Winchell because of 
the type of column he created 
and with which he has become 
permanently identified. But, like 
it or not, Winchell is a principal 
spokesman for Democracy. He has 
one of the largest reading audi- 
ence of any writer in the United 
States and, with the exception of 
the President, probably the largest 
listening audience of any radio 
commentator. What he has to

As 
he shook hands with the young 
reporter he turned to the others 
and said: “This young man and 
I have met before; Come in, Mr. 
Curtis.” 

Joe Curtis went in and the 
other gentlemen of the press, more 
important than he, stayed out. 
And the next morning there was 
@ scoop in Joe Curtis’ paper. 

Curtis thought then and he 
thinks now that only one man on 
earth could have been as gra- 
cious as that and. his name was 
David Holmes. Perhaps Mr. 
Holmes would have shaded »Mr. 
McKinley a little, but it must be 
remembered that Mr. McKinley 
was only the President of the 
United States. 

It was in the fall of 1897 that 
Joe Curtis came to the Commercial 


_Appeal. The chief distinction of 


the Commercial Appeal was, as he 
viewed it, the fact that it was 
published on the bank of the Mis- 
sissippi River. For the time being 
he was just an ordinary reporter 
but later on, maybe, he would get 
a chance to do the water front. 
He got his chance when the river 
reporter fell down on a story be- 
cause he was not a man born to 
the river. Joe was put on the river 
run and he has been on it ever 
since. . : 

It was about 10 years ago when 


Joe, driven .to desperation by the 
dearth of waterfront news, wrote 
a little feature story that brought 
to life the past that was dead. Bill 
Zeamer was managing editor then. 
“That’s a damn good story,” he 
said. “Let’s have some more of 
them.” 

Steamboatin’ was no more, but 
the old pilots still lived. Day after 
day they went down to the wharf 
and climbed to the pilot house of 
an old packet tied up at the mouth 
of Wolf River and sat there chew- 
ing tobacco and yarning about the 


old days on the river—— 


“I came along here one dark 
night, running the chute on half 
steam, when I heard a woman's 
screams, coming from the island. 
We sent the yawl and it brought 
off a woman and her childr 
floodbound and freezing . . .”

OE CURTIS listened and wrote 
Jee stories that the pilots told. 

They brought back to him the 
time when he ran the river with 
Pilot David Holmes on the Chas. 
Morgan. It was only a step from 
that to bringing back the pilot and 
the boat long gone to their last port. 
It was an allowable fiction to fit the 
facts that he drew from the pilots 
and the newspaper files to the boat 
and the pilot that he had known 
best and loved most. So began the 
long series of stories about the Mor- 
gan and Pilot Holmes that were 
based on authentic history, but were 
told as though time had been turned 
back and the boat was riding the 
rivers still, with Pilot Holmes keep- 
ing his eyes on his own markers 
that all the old pilots trusted more 
than the channel lights. 

It was a foggy night when Pilot 


‘David Holmes went on watch at 


midnight. The Morgan was moving 
very slowly. Through the tube 
came the voice of the clerk: “We'll 
have to stop at Barroza Landin’.” 

“All right, Sam. We can go in 
there without any trouble. Good 
water in this bend from here to 
its foot and good water in the bend 
below.” 

Pilot Holmes turned to his cub. 
“Is the lookout down on the hur- 
ricane deck?” , 

“Yes, sir, he’s standin’ close to 


the big bell. I can see him plain 
enough.” | 

The lookout was there to listen 
and report if there was another 
boat coming through the fog. 

“S-t-e-a-m-boat in de lowah bend, 
suh,” came from the lookout, and 
a moment later: “S-t-e-a-m-boat on 
larboard side. She’s coming fast, 
suh.” 

“Stand by for the passin’ signal,” 
said Holmes to his cub. It came, 
asking for the right side. Holmes 
gave it to her and she went slosh- 
ing by. “That was the City of St. 
Louis, with Jim Fox at the wheel.” 

It was nothing, Pilot Holmes said 
to the visitors in the pilot house. 
That was the pilot’s job, to take 
his boat through a fog. It re 
minded him: 

“Right in this bend one night 
we was runnin’ in fog. It was very 
dark. We entered this bend below 
here at Scott Bluff. It was mid- 
night and just this side of Scott's 
Bluff when I went on watch, All 
at once we crashed into a floatin’ 
houseboat. I stopped our power. 
I heard screams out on the water. 
The mate low a boat and went 
out and brought back with him a 
boy and a girl. The boy was about 
14 and the girl was 9: The boy had 
saved the girl by grabbin’ a plank 
and settin’ her on it and paddlin’ 
around until they were picked up. 
Their father and mother were 
drowned: The little girl, Emma 
Sherman was her name, was taken 
by a childless woman passenger.” 

Years later David Holmes, wait- 
ing to pull out of New Orleans at 
midnight, went to a play, and the 
star of that play was Emma Sher- 
man 


Stories like that Joe Curtis tells, 
things that happened long ago, 
brought up to now. They are read 
wherever the rivers run and the 
name Joe Curtis is known as the 
name of Pilot David Holmes was 
known in his day. 

When Joe Curtis makes his last 
trip on the spectral Chas. Mor- 
gan and brings her to a snug land- 
ing on the farther shore, Old 
David Holmes will be 
there watching, with the pride of 
an old pflot in his cub, and he will 
speak the pride that ig in his 
heart—“Nice work, son.”

I am the proud possessor of a 
large silver wine cooler, a Shera- 
ton chair, a large lounge chair and 
a Chippendale mirror. Where do 
I go from here? Keep it mascu- 
line for it is for a man alone—

Answer: Thank you for your ex- 
plicit information. However, I 
still do not understand whether 
the alcove serves for both bed- 
room and dinette, but, I will as- 
sume this is so in the eceaale 
of your apartment. From _ the 
pieces you already have, I think 
your liking for eighteenth century 
with touches of Chinese would fit 
in perfectly. 

In decorating, I would try to 
keep the bed alcove as part of the 
living room, to give you extra 
space. Why not select a matching 
wall paper and chintz as the basis 
of your scheme. I would use the 
wall paper in the bed-alcove and the 
chintz in the living room, with 
plain walls in one of the tones of 
the chintz. The wallpaper and 
chintz might have a soft blue-green 
background, the same tone being 
used for the painted wall in the 
living room, and the Chinese fig- 
ures in paper and fabric might be 
in tones of yellow and lacquer red. 
This same lacquer red might be 
picked up in Chinese end tables 
or in a large coffee table. The 
blue green might be used for the 
couch and the yellow for the lounge 
chair. 

In furnishing the bed alcove, use 
a studio couch instead of a regu- 
lar bed and bank it with pillows to 
provide extra seating space. If you 
have room, 
studio couches, placed at right 
angles in one corner of the room, 
with a small round table before 
them, for dining. This table might 

be cOvered with a red felt cloth 

hanging to the floor. Use Chinese 
ea caddies or figurines for lamp 
Bases and possibly a large Chinese 
ancestor painting in the living 
room for the correct atmosphere.

@ QUESTION: The windows on 
one side of our house look out on 
a most unpleasant view. I would 
like an inexpensive suggestion on 
how to treat these windows to blot 
out this view as much as possible.

Oxtails En 


Casserole 


By George Rector 


ERHAPS it is because I have 
P spent so much of my time in 

kitchens and eating with chefs 
and cooks, I lean toward the foods 
they like. I would much rather 
have one good substantial dish fol- 
lowed by a salad, then a dessert, 
or cheese and coffee. This main 
dish that I have in mind contains 


vegetables. It is called oxtails en 


casserole. 


Now that’s what I call one of 
the most satisfying and nourishing 
foods I know. It’s economical, too, 
Every Wednesday, for luncheon, 
it was served in Rector’s. One of 
our cooks used to push a gleam- 
ing steam wagon around the room, 
dishing out the oxtail stew. It must 
have been awfully good because 
it drew in more customers than 
any one of our daily specials. And 
now I am going to tell you exact- 
ly how it was done. 


First, have the butcher cut two 
oxtails in joints. Wash in cold 
water and dry on a towel. Brown 
in large, heavy frying pan with 
half butter and half beef drippings. 
When nicely browned season with 
salt and pepper and add one and 
one-half pints of good beef stock, 
a bouquet of celery leaves and 
parsley, a little macé and a bay 
leaf. Let boil for a few minutes 
then transfer to a covered casse- 
role to finish cooking in a moder- 
ate oven. Slow cooking for about 
four hours is most important. In 
that way the meat becomes very 
tender and so easy to remove from 
the bones. About one hour be- 
fore removing from oven add a 
white onions, 
young carrots cut in halves and 
raw potatoes which have been 
scooped out with one of those

round potato scoopers. During the 
cooking the stock will become re- 
duced and then just before serving 
add one-half cup of tomato puree. 

Now, doesn’t that sound good? 

Here is something that you wil 
relish for a change. There is noth- 
ing like a dish of chili to pep up 
the appetite. 


MEXICAN CHILI CON CARNE. 

One pound chili beans, two 
pounds top round, two tablespoons 
lard, one cup onions, finely 
chopped, two cloves garlic, finely 
chopped, two tablespoons. chili 
powder, one tablespoon paprika, 
two teaspoons oregano, . one-half 
teaspoon salt, hot water (about two’ 
cups), , 

Soak the chil beans veritatis, 
Drain, cover with fresh cold water 
and simmer until tender, or about 
three hours. Trim eff fat from 
top round and cut it into quarter 
inch dice. Cut meat into same 


‘size dice, Melt lard in heavy skillet, 


When hot add the diced fat and 
meat and cook until browned. Then 
add the onions and garlic and cook 
for five minutes, stirring occasion- 
ally. Sprinkle chili powder, pap- 
rika, oregano and salt over the top. 
Add water and simmer slowly for 
three hours. Then add cooked chili 
beans (more water if necessary) 
and let simmer for another hour 
until all flavors are biended.

Fill center of crown with a savory 
bread stuffing and roast in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees), allowing 
30 to 35 minutes to the pound. Re- 
move cubes of salt pork from rib 
bones and replace with paper frilis 
which the butcher will supply.

"Joe Smith, American” 
Sets an Example 
Film at Loew's Useful Not Only for 


Patriotic Purposes, but as Pattern 
By Colvin McPherson 


N all the world of sights, sounds, smells and tastes, few things bring 


such serene delight as a Class B motion picture that is worth sit-| 


ting through. Like a truly black flower or a snowy white crow, 
such a thing is rare, “Joe Smith, American,” the second feature at 
Loew's Theater, is such a thing. 

Says its foreword, “This story is about a man who defended his 
country. His name is Joe Smith. He is an American.” ‘The story, 
originally of Paul Gallico’s authorship, may or may not have a certain 
background of truth. At least, we are led to believe it is true while 
weare seeing it and the eternal miracle of the theater has been ac- 
complished again, 

We are able to believe it is true because we know so many things 
about Joe. Not only that he is a worker in a California aircraft fac- 
tory, building military planes, but that he was born in Wisconsin 30 
years ago, of Norwegian and Austrian parentage, is married, has a 
9-year-old son, is paying $28.83 or some such amount a month for a 
house, under an FHA plan, has some money in the bank, and a sense 
of humor, which we like to think is as typically American as the 
other things. 

Even if we are not aircraft workers ourselves and do not live? 
in California, we still have Joe as a standard for comparison. It is 
typical of the times to want such information, in order to make such 
comparisons, and the surprising thing is that the movies so rarely 
have bothered to give it before. It is no accident that such a full 
view of an aircraft worker's life is given in “Joe Smith, American.” 
Director Richard Thorpe, who directed the film, Allen Rivkin, who 
wrote the screen play, and others associated in the production made an 
authentic survey and learned much more than they could use in a 
picture only 63 minutes long. Remember this is just a program-filler, 
not a super-super. 


An Actor's Kind of Film, 
As Well as a Spectator's 


VEN at that, the spectator is at the point of saying to himself, 

“Oh, yes, Joe Smith. I know him.” And when the picture at 

Loew's delivers its dramatic wallops, they hit home. For Joe, 
honest, good American citizen, falls into the hands of a bunch of 
thugs, operating in the interest of the country’s enemies. He is 
brutally beaten and tortured to force him into describing a secret 
bomb sight installation. Manfully, he holds out and mainly through 
his good, common sense, the evildoers are brought to justice. 

For Robert Young, this role is much better than his loudly hailed 
“H. M. Pulham, Esq.” It permits him such a demonstration of joy, 
terror, gayety and suffering that it is a comprehensive final examina- 
tion in the art of acting. And Mr. Young passes all the tests, physical 
and otherwise. 

“Joe Smith, American” is far from a perfect motion picture. It 
has flaws in plot, although the worst of these is merely unnecessary. It 
is obvious at times, although almost any study of an average man 
would be obvious at times. But its approach is an up-to-date one and 
the trend is toward this kind of movie, one which gives information 
as well as entertainment. ; i 

The dazzling quality of “Citizen Kane” came from much the same 
source, its full and inquisitive study of a man’s life, from a factual 
viewpoint. And “Joe Smith, American” has something that “Citizen 
Kane” lacked—warmth and humanity. 

The full flower of the new motion picture is yet to arrive, but

here and there in present product, its characteristics appear. It will 
probably have facts and figures to back it up, it will contain a great 
dea] of narration and it will be connected with a subject in which the 
country is currently interested. It may even teach something highly 
important, as for instance Joe’s method of recalling the place in which 
he is held captive and the means of identifying his oppressors. And 
like all other developments which come gradually, it will be with us 
before we realize what is taking place.

For Nothing, in "The Spoilers” 


HE motion picture art does change, thank heaven, and whether 
out of sheer exhaustion or happy accident, phony plot is passing. 
This is a development not only of motion pictures but in any 


’ “phase of show business or literary art. Compare a “Joe Smith, Ameri- 


can” with a “Way Down LFast,” a “Grapes of Wrath” with a “Count 
of Monte Cristo” or a Jerome Kern musical show with one by Victor 
Herbert and the point is the same, Complaint is made, and will con- 
tinue to be made, of too little story quality, but the word for too much 


_ of it is emphatic and scornful—“corny.” 


* For in a world where man has to make a living and get along 
with his fellow men while doing it, there ig little use or refreshment 
in a mass of palpable untruth. Almost from their birth, motion pic- 
tures have given something to atone for stereotyped story—action, 
spectacle, fantasy and lately color, which happens to be a pretty good 
substitute in “My Gal Sal,” currently at the Ambassador Theater. 

But even action has grown a little stale, as for example in “The 
Spoilers,” at the Fox Theater. When motion pictures were young, in 
1914, and feature pictures a new development of the day, “The Spoilers” 
created a great stir with a fist-fight between William Farnum and Tom 
Santschi. Today almost nobody will feel impelled to tell his friends 
excitedly of the knock-down, drag-out brawl between John Wayne 
and Randolph Scott in this version. There was a bigger brawl in 
“Dodge City” or this or that other motion picture and, anyway, what's 
a brawl? 

And although “The Spoilers,” at present, offers us Marlene Dietrich

OW as for “My Gal Sal,” it has Rita Hayworth, in color. With 

red bair of the kind that all Technicolor heroines seem to possess, 

Miss Hayworth is lovely in pink, in pale blue, in garnet, in deep 
blue, in black, in white, in gray and beige. She is lovely in her dancing 
plumes, in demure country girl dress, in evening attire, in bathing 
suit or She is lovely in a doorway, at the top of a flight 
of stairs, in bed, on a horse car, in a barouche or on a Ferris wheel. 
And that is about all there is to “My Gal Sal,” except some dancing 
and a few songs. Comedy is strictly rationed. 

The central figure in the film, so far as story is concerned, is Paul 
Dresser, songsmith of the Nineties, played by Victor Mature. Dresser 
goes far from his Indians home to compose “On the Banks of the 
Wabash,” “My Gal Sal” and his other song hits but the drama of 
his life consists largely. in cutting up Sal’s dresses with a razor.

since the days when Dazzy Vance was pitching remarkable 
unbelievable games on Ebbets Field and since Babe Herman 
roaming that eccentric outfield to catch fly balls largely by the 
procedure of letting them bounce off his willing head. 


So when a Broadway play like 
William Roos’ comedy, “The Life 
of Reilly” comes along, to bring 
Glenda Farrell again from her 
Hollywood chores back to the 
stage, and concerns itself with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, you can expect 
indeed a sympathetic first-night 
audience such as greeted this play 
filled with both flaws and laughs. 


The story is that of Rocket 
Reilly, a pitcher who is a one-man 
team in himself but no mental 


giant. 


The central] point of the plot, 
which rambles as much as do the 
Dodgers, is that Rocket is such a 
good pitcher that a gambler who 
is getting into difficulties by bet- 
ting on the team finds it necessary 
to get rid of this ace pitcher just 
long enough to allow the Giants 
to win a game. 


The gambler’s wife, Miss Farrell, 
is aiding in the plot and further 
complications are that there is a 
nice girl in love with the dumb 
pitcher and also a dizzy blonde 
who hops onto this merry-go- 
round of ball players and gamblers 
and muscle men just to see if she 
can grab the brass ring. It is a 


"berserk plot that ends when a po- 


liceman puts Rocket Reilly 


through the third degree. 


The reason for the third degree 
is that (1) The policeman wants 
to convince Reilly that he is not 
guilty of a murder to which the 
honest Reilly insists on confess 
ing;. and (2) The policeman as well 
as several other interested parties 
want Reilly to forget about this 
imaginative murder and get ‘in 
shape to pitch the game that will 
beat the Giants. 


Reilly keeps insisting that he is 
guilty, until the policeman con- 
vinces him that unless he dis- 
avows any murder and goes out 
there and pitches a game that will 
beat the Giants that “3500 kids in 
the Brooklyn bleachers will start 
holding their breath and commit 
mass suicide.” That convinces 
Reilly and he goes out to beat the 
Giants and save 3500 Brooklyn 
kids from holding their breath. 


“The Life of Reilly” is far from 
being an immortal work of thea- 
trical literature, but it does have 
many laughs. And it is as de- 
lightful a picture of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers and the fans who 
follow them with such  un- 
swerving fervor as “Three Men On 
a Horse” was a perfect profile of 
the wacky crowd that takes horse 
racing seriously. 

Peter Hobbs, the son of an army 
doctor, is excellent as Reilly and 
this is his first leading role on 
Broadway. And, even if the play 
is a hit, that role may not last

N THE Parachute Section Infantry 
School at Fort Benning, Georgia, 
daring, athletic young men of the 
United States Army are being prepared 
for what is perhaps the most danger- 


ous and cult kind of land fighting.

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Reichschancellor Adolf Hitler has been a 
fever thermometer of Europe. His speeches 
have provided an instrument, not always correctly 
read, which has recorded stages of the continent's 
last decade of illness, culminating in the delirium of 
war, Since war began, his public utterances have 
been carefully studied not only for hints of future 
moves but for indications of German strength or 
weakness. His address to the Reichstag a week 
ago, in which he asked for complete power to police 
his people, set no date for victory over Russia and 
promised to give Britain “blow for blow” rather than 
crush her utterly, has been widely interpreted— 
perhaps too hopefully—as evidence of failing confi- 
dence on the part of the Fuehrer. The world has 
learned, of course, not to take Hitler's words at face 
value. It remembers that in 1934 he said, ’

N THE dingy office of the Clerk of the United States District Court at 
Richmond, Virginia, there was quietly filed one day last February 
a short typewritten petition in which the Central States Electric 


Corporation admitted it was.unable to meet its just debts and therefore. . 


needed the help of the court to save what it could of its corporate 
wreckage. Thus, in an undramatic incident, did super salesman 
Harrison Williams, once a multi-millionaire, let the country know that 
his super-pyramided utility holding company had come to the end of 
its rope. His intricate structure of gold notes, debentures and millions 
of shares of stock—which once had the incredible paper value of 730 
million dollars—had crashed like the jerry-built edifice which it was. 
And in the debris was less than $1,800,000 in stocks and cash. Unlike 
the brothers Fitzgerald, whose painstaking rise based on the actual 
operation of utilities is described on the opposite page, Williams saw 
his vast paper holdings dwindle to nothingness.

present plight. 

The crash of Central States has already been compared to the fall 
of Samuel Insull's investment empire. Like it, Central States was built 
on the financial paper of public utilities. And like Insull, Harrison 
Williams practiced the ruthless wizardry of high finance and left the 
actual operation of public utility services to others. Insull and Williams 
are two of the country’s arch examples of men who used other people's 
money for personal profit and power. 

Sure to be aff by Central States demise are some 33,000 
stockholders and additional thousands of debenture holders. But there

ican financial debacle, Insull was forced to flee his country in the 
face of outraged opinion. His fall came at the height of the depression. 

But Harrison Williams managed.to postpone the reaping of

RS. GERTRUDE VANDER- 
M BILT WHITNEY, who died 

last month, was one of the 
wealthiest women of her time, but 
the important impress she left on 
the world was not made by the 
weight of her fortune but by her 
ability to create enduring beauty.
